Dispatches From Anaheimistan 


A week after shootings that roiled the city, Anaheim still looks like a warzone

B y the time July 30’s protest at the Anaheim Police 
Department headquarters began at noon, everyone 
was ready The television news vans—at least half a 
dozen of them—were lined up, their satellite dishes extended 
to the sky Rows of uniformed officers sat atop horses, each 
one equipped with a clear-plastic riot visor. Behind the police 
station, in a parking lot, was a laager of law-enforcement 
vehicles: armored cars, SUVs, pickups, paddy wagons and 
tactical-assault vehicles, all painted black. 

In front of the station, a crowd of hundreds had gath¬ 
ered: members of Occupy Oakland, Los Angeles and 
Orange County; various anarchists wearing ski masks and 
scarves and carrying the famous Wobbly-era flag of a black 
cat arched to strike; as well as family members of people 
shot by Anaheim police. They shouted slogans designed 
to inflame the tempers of stone-faced officers standing 
behind barricades and clutching batons and shotguns. 

“Oink oink, bang, bang, every day, the same old thang,” 
one group shouted. 

As cops on horses trotted past the crowd, others 
chanted, “Get those animals off those horses!” 

A few particularly incensed protesters trailed after a 
cop whose mount had just taken a dump in the street. “Are 
you going to clean up after your horse?” demanded one. 

“I don’t even let my dog shit in the street,” 
remarked another. 

The cop didn’t answer, and despite the massive display 
of military force, the officers kept their tempers under con¬ 
trol. At about 2 p.m., hundreds of people marched south 
on Harbor Boulevard in an attempt to make their presence 
felt at the gates of the Magic Kingdom. As the group left, a 
trio of cops in floppy, Special Forces-style hats who were 
peering down from the roof of the police station pointed 
what resembled cameras with telephoto lenses at them. 

As the protesters snaked along Ball Road, they were 
tracked by vehicles with runner boards laden with officers. 
When they reached the intersection of Harbor Boulevard 
and Ball Road, about a block north of Disneyland, cops in 
full battle regalia made a valiant stand for the Mouse and 
diverted the throng east through nearby neighborhoods. 

One demonstrator told an officer he wanted to go to 
Disneyland. “It’s closed” was the reply. 

“I have a ticket,” the marcher insisted, before heading 
east, away from the Happiest Place On Earth. (BF) 

AS PROTESTERS MOVED SOUTH FROM POLICE 

headquarters, the cops followed, some in black vans, 
which passed by with SWAT officers in body armor hang¬ 
ing onto the sides of the vehicles, ready to deploy, as heli¬ 
copters hovered ahead. The closest the two groups came 
to clashing happened about 15 minutes into the march, 
near Ball Road, when some 20 horse-mounted Orange 
County Sheriff’s deputies and Santa Ana police officers 
chased demonstrators off the street and onto the sidewalk. 

As they scattered, the protesters hurled curses and 
insults at police. “Save a life,” shouted one. “Kill yourself!” 

As the police corralled protesters, one officer, evidently 
impatient with the stragglers, seemed to be seething with 
rage. He nearly lost control of his horse, which, for a few 
terrifying seconds, tilted toward the demonstrators on 
the sidewalk, dangerously close to toppling over. 

Two blocks farther south, protesters reached the 
intersection of Harbor Boulevard and Ball Road, where 
police horses and the Anaheim SWAT team formed a 
half-circle, their weapons drawn. Unlike at previous 
protests, there were no projectiles thrown at the cops. 
Instead, many demonstrators looked visibly scared. “Are 
they going to shoot us?” one person asked. 

Police issued no orders to disperse, instead repeating 
their demand that protesters stick to the sidewalk. But 
more than 100 of them sprinted down a side street; they

were followed by officers, who quickly surrounded them. 

Atef Nadal, an Anaheim resident who ran with the group, 
said that Latino residents started to come out of their 
homes, offering water and support, even hosing down some 
of the sweat-drenched protesters. “They were throwing 
their fists in the air and showing they were sympathetic 
with what we were protesting against, which is police bru¬ 
tality and harassment in Anaheim neighborhoods,” he said. 

As police moved in on the demonstrators, prepared to 
make arrests, residents screamed at the police, “Leave them 
alone!” and, “Go home!” Within moments, officers put away 
their batons, apparently acting in response to an order from 
superiors to back up and mount up. No arrests were made, 
and protesters, who swiftly moved onto the sidewalks, 
passed around the police blockade without incident. (AS) 

MEANWHILE, IN FRONT OF ANAHEIM CITY HALL, A 

separate group called We Are Anaheim, or Somos Ana¬ 
heim, held a march to protest not only the recent, back- 
to-back officer-involved shootings, but also the subse¬ 
quent violence of demonstrators, who so far have thrown 
bottles, broken store windows and engaged in scattered 
acts of looting. Between 100 and 200 demonstrators 
wore white shirts and held signs supporting neither side 
of the police-brutality issue: “Respect Our Neighbor¬ 
hood,” “No More Violence” and “We Walk for Peace.” 

Despite the large number of people, an eerie quiet held 
sway. In fact, the lack of noise was deliberate. According 
to protest co-organizer Veronica Rodarte, of Anaheim, 
her group chose to march in complete silence. 

“We support their cause for justice,” Rodarte 
explained. “We just had a different method.” 


The protest brought out union workers, religious 
groups, students and families, as well as Jose Moreno, who 
sits on Anaheim City School District’s board of trustees. 

He said he’s fed up with a City Hall that continually places 
deep-pocketed special interests over the needs of the com¬ 
munity. “There are too many neighborhoods in Anaheim 
that have felt the indifference of a decade-and-a-half-long 
developing effort of only one part of our city,” he said. 

Other protesters say a flawed city election process 
caused tensions to burst. Currently, City Council races are 
city-wide, rather than district by district; not one Latino has 
ever won an election, despite the fact that cultural group 
makes up more than half of the population. “In my opinion, 
all of this is a result of a lack of representation,” said Martin 
Lopez, recording secretary of UNITE HERE, which repre¬ 
sents hundreds of union workers at the Disneyland resort 
and nearby hotels. “We need more district council mem¬ 
bers to provide representation of our communities.” 

But other protesters seemed more concerned with the 
recent violence than questions of representation. One 
marcher, Todd Spitzer, former assemblyman and current 
Orange County supervisor, represents affluent Anaheim 
Hills. “I’ve seen too many communities destroyed,” 
he said, referring to how, as a child, he witnessed the 
destruction of his family business in East LA and, later, 
played a role in the 1992 Rodney King riots as a Los 
Angeles police officer. When asked whether he stood 
in solidarity with the protesters he was marching with, 
Spitzer responded, “That’s a loaded term. I’m here to 
show that I’m supportive of the goals exemplified by this 
group—nonviolent social change.” 

As the protest came to a close, Rodarte said she felt the 
group’s modest goal was accomplished. “Our goal was 
to bring all sides together in unity and peace. Step two is 
to set up small community forums where we can voice 
those opinions in an appropriate manner.” (YN)

Quaker Vapors 

Channeling Biz Markie at Friends Church Yorba Linda 


A friend in need is a friend indeed. 
And if you need Jesus, ye 
heathen, FRIENDS CHURCH 
YORBA LINDA may be the place for 
you. Your pomade-powered prophet 
visited the historic Quaker fellowship 
on Saturday night, taking his place 
among the lily-white saints and trying 
to stay awake among a rather listless 
crowd of Christians. 

The Friends Church started under 
George Fox in the middle of the 17th 
Century. A weaver’s son, Fox sought a bal¬ 
ance between Church of England rituals 
and the hellfire and brimstone preaching 
of the Puritans. According to church 
lore, as he travelled England in search of 
a faith that satisfied, he heard a voice that 
said, “There is one, even Jesus Christ, 
who can speak to thy condition.” Fox 
taught that Christ speaks today, that peo¬ 
ple had the light of Christ within them, 
which gave them access to God, and 
therefore killed any need of cathedrals, 
rituals or other trappings that came with 
Christian worship. Thousands would con¬ 
vert to his brand of faith. Known as “find¬ 
ers,” they formed meeting groups called 
“Friends,” based on John 15:15, in which 
Jesus called his followers “friends.” But 
their detractors called them “Quakers” 
because they often could be seen shaking 
during petitions to the deity. It was the 
next generation of Quakers that decided 
to focus on silent prayer. 

Quakers first came to America around 
1656, finding safety in Rhode Island from 
Puritan hostility in Massachusetts. 

Like other splinter groups, the Friends 
themselves have splintered. Depending 
on which group you join, you could find 
yourself focused on inward revelation 
over Scripture, or social justice, or dress¬ 
ing and acting as though you were an old 
Quaker. In Yorba Linda, the megachurch 
offerings of a spacious sanctuary, a mod¬ 
ern evangelical worship band and giant 
TV screens keep your attention in case 
the Lord gets boring. 

Friends Church Yorba Linda formed 
on June 4,1911, when a handful of saints 
sought a Christian education for their 
children. The church was officially 
organized on Aug. 10,1912, and charter 
members included Frank A. Nixon and 
Hannah M. Nixon, mom and pop to 
former President Richard M. Nixon. 
Friends lore suggests Tricky Dick was a 
birthright member of the church, though 
his family eventually moved to a Friends 
church in east Whittier. 

The OCeeker parked his American- 
made motor vehicle in the large lot off 
Lakeview Avenue. Only three people 
among hundreds of the holy greeted 
the OCeeker. The sanctuary held a wide 
stage backed by what had the appear¬ 
ance of a giant air conditioner, lit softly 
in blue and red. Perhaps a quarter of the 
room was filled, but seeing as how it was

Picture facial hair and rolled- 
up, long-sleeved plaid shirts, and you 
get the vibe of the six-piece band. After 
worship, a lady saint encouraged us to 
touch a seat and pray for the upcoming 
Vacation Bible School, during which 
900 kids are expected to get “Zapped” 
(that’s the theme) by the power of God. 
Lead Pastor Matthew Cork then took 
the stage, dressed in light-blue jeans and 
a casual shirt. He continued a teaching 
series through the book of Micah, an Old 
Testament prophet who rebuked sin 
among the children of Israel and proph¬ 
esied a new world order under the reign 
of Jesus Christ. 

In a rather Fava Flav-esque move, 
Cork preached in front of 19 clocks, 
the theme being that we should have 
an eternal perspective in the midst of 
pain. “Don’t substitute the timeless 
hope of Jesus for the hopelessness of 
time,” he said. 

An efficient and encouraging teacher, 
Cork shared from the fifth chapter of 
Micah, which includes verse 10: “Be in 
pain, and labor to bring forth, O daughter 
of Zion, like a woman in birth pangs. For 
now you shall go forth from the city, you 
shall dwell in the field, and to Babylon 
you shall go. There you shall be delivered; 
there the Lord will redeem you from the 
hand of your enemies.” 

Though Israel would suffer tem¬ 
porary judgment, Christ would come 
and deliver them from their sins. This 
brought much comfort to the Yorba 
Linda believers, who no doubt were 
heavy-laden with the pain of shrinking 
financial portfolios. At the end of his 
homily, Cork reminded the parishoners 
that life is but a vapor. He then sprayed 
what appeared to be air freshener to 
show how quickly the vapor—and life- 
vanishes. The OCeeker could think 
only of the prophet Biz Markie, who 
also caught the vapors and, after gettin’ 
rejected, was very depressed until he sat 
and wrote some def rhymes at his rest. 

The OCeeker gave Cork’s sermon three 
out of five boxes of Quaker Oats. More 
soothing than scholarly, his style suits 
well the community he serves. From a 
July 29 Navel Gazing post.

LITTLE PEOPLE'S PARK is a tiny slab of grass near downtown 
Anaheim, just down the street from police headquarters and 
two blocks from City Hall. The afternoon of Sunday, July 29 
was similar to most weekends for the barrio green. Families 
strolled on the sidewalk; a Somali woman played with her lit¬ 
tle boy on the playground. Some veteranos lounged in the pic¬ 
nic area, guarding trays of food for an eventual birthday party. 

And all around the park, Anaheim seethed. 

The city was in its ninth day of protests, sparked by the 
officer-involved shooting deaths of 25-year-old Santa Ana 
resident Manuel Diaz on July 21 and that of Joel Ace¬ 
vedo a week later, deaths that tapped into a long-sim¬ 
mering resentment Anaheim residents had with their 
city. On July 24, more than 1,000 people rampaged out¬ 
side City Hall, setting fires and smashing the windows 
of businesses, leading to 24 arrests. The protests on 
July 29 were more muted—just nine arrests, about 400 
protesters in total, split between one group that occupied 
the front of the police department and another that marched 
silently from City Hall through the the working-class neigh¬ 
borhoods nearby. 

A massive police force kept an eye on the two groups via 
squad cars, SUVs packed with SWAT members, officers on 
horseback, undercover officers, even armed men in camou¬ 
flage uniforms standing on the roof of the police station and a 
nearby church, ready to unleash the department’s fury. All the 
while, Little People’s Park stood alone, tranquil save for the 
helicopter circling above and police cars screaming down tiny 
Elm Street. But there was no crackdown in the park, which 
would’ve made the surrounding residents sigh in relief—if only 
they knew they should’ve sighed. 

Thirty-four years ago this week, it was here that the city 
burned with anger at its police. After residents called the dis¬ 
patch desk to report an attempted murder, officers responded 
by treating them as the criminals: Dozens rushed to the scene, 
blocking off any escape route, beating anyone and everyone, 
and invading people’s homes without a warrant. The resulting 
furor made national news, and initially united residents and 
the City Council in a call for justice in a fashion far removed 
from the apathetic, even callous response the current council 
has offered to this summer’s unrest. 

Unfortunately, the coalition between politicians and the 
community over the Little People’s Park riot eventually dis¬ 
sipated, and what little gains were made to quell police brutal¬ 
ity quickly disappeared. The relationship between Anaheim’s 
boys in blue and many of the Latino barrios they’re sworn to 
serve became forever antagonized and slowly deteriorated 
over the ensuing decades, setting the stage for last month’s 
protests and the anger that remains. The protests that have 
sieged the city for the past two weeks could’ve been averted— 
if only people remembered the lost lessons of the past. 


ON THE NIGHT of July 30,1978, residents of Anaheim’s 
Penguin City barrio celebrated. Neighborhood teens had 
just returned from Westminster, where they had faced 
off in a football game designed to keep kids away from 
the gang life. 

Penguin City (named, according to legend, because a fat, wad¬ 
dling woman would always have neighborhood children follow 
in a row behind her) was one of Anaheim’s oldest barrios, right 
next to the orange groves that gave Anaheim its riches, next to 
the railroad tracks, and just down the street from the Sunkist 
Packing House. Official segregation kept the neighborhood Mex¬ 
ican for decades; after the desegregation battles of the 1950s, de 
facto segregation kept the neighborhood down. It slowly dete¬ 
riorated, with a vacant lot on the corner of Elm and Clementine

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streets a haven for drug users, prostitution and trash. 
But with the help of the First Presbyterian Church and 
private business owners, the Penguin City community 
reclaimed the area, planted some grass and christened it 
Little People’s Park in 1970; by the next year, the private 
property became a public park. 

But the barrio faced a problem: The police head¬ 
quarters stood just two blocks away. It was easy pick¬ 
ings for a department that was still overwhelmingly 
white, that didn’t think twice about including crude 
jokes and drawings of Mexicans in the union newslet¬ 
ter, and that already had a reputation for brutality. It 
achieved national infamy in 1970 by driving out Yip- 
pies from Disneyland and fighting with crowds who 
couldn’t get into a Grand Funk Railroad concert at the 


Anaheim Convention Center. In 1978, a police officer 
who already had a history of recklessness ran over 
an elderly man; instead of getting fired, he received a 
sweetheart deal that enticed him to retire. On July 15 
of that year, officers shot an escaped convict to death in 
a manner so grisly that even the conservative Anaheim 
Bulletin criticized the force for its “lack of restraint.” 
Police Chief Harold Bastrop, a 23-year veteran of the 
force, had already announced his retirement for the 
end of the year after his own force gave him a vote of 
no confidence. 

In Penguin City, police hassling of residents and 
arrests without explanation were part of the barrio life. 
But on this hot July night, everyone was happy. There 
wasn’t a squad car to be seen, young people were moti¬ 


vated to better the neighborhood, and it was time to 
party at Little People’s Park. 

Then shots rang out. A rival gang in a white Volkswagen 
drove by a group of partiers and opened fire. The gang 
sped out of the neighborhood, only to return and fire again. 
Richard Ornelas rushed into his nearby home to call the 
police, who responded immediately. But instead of pur¬ 
suing the suspect, they began asking the 20 or so young 
adults in Little People’s park why they were drinking. 

The crowd was incredulous. Lonnie Menchaca, a 
National Guardsman in his uniform, yelled, “Where 
were you cops when we needed you? You fucking cops 
never back us up.” When an officer ordered him to 
leave, Menchaca yelled back, “You have nothing to be 
proud of.” » CONTINUED ON PAGE 12

THE GHOSTS OF JEFFREY-LYNNE 

A vanished neighborhood 
holds the secrets to Anaheim’s 
simmering discontent 
BYNICKSCHOU 


T he Anaheim riots, which brought the city's simmer¬ 
ing tension between Latino residents and the police 
to a nationwide audience, may have been sparked by the 
fatal shooting of two suspected gang members in sepa¬ 
rate incidents last month. But as the Weekly's Amber 
Stephens reported just a few weeks before the unrest 
(see her "Anaheim's Cruzaders," June 21), a string of 
officer-involved shootings earlier this year had already 
set the stage for the current conflagration. 

Yet to truly understand the tension roiling Anaheim, 
you have to go much further back than that—and to a 
neighborhood that doesn't exist anymore. 

Until it was redeveloped into a neighborhood called 
Hermosa Village a decade ago, Jeffrey-Lynne was the 
gang-infested front line of the conflict between the 
city's cops and low-income Latino residents, a densely 
populated community of crumbling apartment buildings 
just across the street from Disneyland. Named for two 
intersecting streets at the heart of the working-class 
area in question, it was there, in the early 1990s, that 
gang-unit officer Steve Nolan grew weary of the routine 
brutality he witnessed against Latino youths at the hands 
of fellow cops—punching handcuffed suspects in police 
cars, bashing them on the head with flashlights after 
foot-chases. 

Nolan complained to his superiors about what he 
saw and was told to mind his own business. When he 
persisted, he received anonymous threats and official 
reprimands, which finally succeeded in forcing him out 
of the department. He filed a 1995 whistleblower lawsuit 
against the city, and two years later, he won a generous 
jury award (see "Whistleblower Blues," March 23,2000). 

Jeffrey-Lynne is also where another police officer, 
Harald Martin, cut his teeth as a patrolman and also 
quickly grew frustrated—but in a much different way 
from Nolan: He decided all of Anaheim's woes involved 
illegal immigrants. Foryears, Martin did his best to 
worsen the tensions between the city's cops and citi¬ 
zens by giving speeches to anti-immigrant groups in 
which he preached racial apocalypse. He also agitated 
for the right of officers to stop and question anyone who 
looked "illegal" and eventually took credit for getting 
the INS to begin operating in Anaheim's city jail. In 2002, 
Martin was fired for insubordination because of remarks 
he made about his superiors (see "To Protect and Slur," 
April 11,2002), but he continued to do damage as a 
school-board member until losing that job, too. 

During the several years I spent covering Jeffrey- 
Lynne, I often interviewed community activists such as 
Josie Montoya, who passed away in March 2002, of 
the activist group Barrios Unidos, and members of Los 
Amigos of Orange County, which was made up mostly 
middle-class, cop-friendly Democrats. One of the weird¬ 
est stories I wrote was about the police, who claimed 
to be working with activists to heal the ongoing ten¬ 
sions, actually spying on the two groups, often using my 
own articles as starting points for criminal background 
checks (see "Anaheim Spooks," Sept. 13,2001). 

This only became public because a few well- 
intentioned cops at the department found the snooping 
operation stupid and distasteful. (Just last week, accord¬ 
ing to the LA Times, Los Amigos activists finally settled 
a civil-rights lawsuit filed against the city). It has been 
a decade since that shameful episode, and since then 
city officials first ignored, then worked with affected 
residents to redevelop Jeffrey-Lynne (see "Inside Revo¬ 
lutionary Anaheim," July 22,1999). But as this summer's 
events reveal, you can pave over the past, even erase a 
community's name, yet bad blood lingers.

The officer ordered to him to leave or he’d be arrested 
for “interfering in the performance of my duties.” 

“I don’t give a fuck,” Menchaca responded. 

At that point, the officer slammed Menchaca into 
the wall, to the horror of the crowd. Onlookers began 
shouting at the police to stop, to not kill Menchaca. 
Some of them threw rocks and bottles at the cops— 
and then it was on. 

Police called a Code 3, and about 25 squad cars 
flooded the tiny community, wielding batons and 
Mace. No one was safe. Most of the crowd ran into a 
house, thinking the police couldn’t go onto private 
property without a warrant; the police rushed them, 
pulled them out and began beating them. A woman 
asked for a officer’s badge number and was arrested. 
Police handcuffed individuals, then proceeded to beat 
them. Another onlooker was clubbed on the head, fell 
to the ground unconscious and was left there. Resi¬ 
dents fled to their homes, only to have doors broken 
down. Alfred Acosta, who wasn’t even at Little Peo¬ 
ple’s Park, was beaten up once, dragged 100 feet and 
beaten up again, then handcuffed and beaten up one 
more time for good measure. When a resident went to 
the police station late that night to complain, he was 
arrested. One teenager, already hit with a baton twice 
and Maced in his eyes, hid in a bush; when officers 
asked why he was there, a police report quoted him 
as saying “he was hiding so he wouldn’t be beaten 
again.” He was then arrested. 

Anaheim Mayor John Seymour—who’d later 
become a state and U.S. senator—wasted no time in 
calming the situation. Three days after the Little 
People’s Park riot, Seymour, Councilman Don Roth 
(who’d later become an Orange County Supervisor) 
and Bastrup met with more than 30 residents at the 
city’s Teen Drop-In Center to hear their complaints. 
The mayor was shocked at stories that this wasn’t an 
isolated incident, that residents had long feared the 
police. “We shouldn’t have to live like this,” one tear¬ 
ful woman said. “If the police attack us, who can we 
turn to for protection? We are afraid.” 

“I don’t know what can be done, but we want to 
help,” Seymour told the crowd. 

Bastrup was a bit more standoff-ish, telling the 
audience, “I have to sit in judgment of my officers, 
and I have to see the facts from both sides. I can’t 
stay here and listen to hearsay evidence. I must 
remain objective.” 

Seymour asked those present to attend the fol¬ 
lowing Tuesday’s City Council meeting and “repeat 
your [stories] before the entire council.” He also 
suggested that a citizen’s police review commission 
be formed, a downright revolutionary idea then in 
vogue in progressive cities, certainly not in a law- 



and-order suburb such as Anaheim. More than 100 
people attended the next meeting, and over the 
course of four hours, more than 20 speakers shared 
their stories of police abuse—and it wasn’t just Lati¬ 
nos from Penguin City. 

Donald Klonz recalled the horror of seeing his 
handcuffed son’s head smashed against a car window 
after he was already apprehended for reasons no offi¬ 
cer shared with him; when he went to the station to 
demand answers, a lieutenant warned him if he was 
going to “rant and rave,” they’d send his son to Juve¬ 
nile Hall and beat him up extra because he was a “big 
boy.” Residents of an apartment complex complained 
that police raided a party, threw people into a pool 
and sprayed onlookers with Mace. Joseph Gaicalone 
described the raid as the “judgment of 1984” and 
warned, “If there is no justification for human rights 
in this case, I will assure you that Anaheim will be put 
on the map not as the pleasant place of Disneyland, 
but as a place of horror. I will promise that.” 

But the majority of the speakers that night had been 
at the Little People’s Park riot. “The chief doesn’t seem 
to have any control,” said Richard Ornelas, a Penguin 
City resident who frantically called the FBI, begging 
for help. (The agency said it wasn’t in the business 
of preventing crime.) “The council doesn’t have any 
control. But someone must be controlling [the police]. 
They are committing criminal acts. 

“We believe in the law, and we want to live in the 
law, and we want good law,” he continued. “But our 
children and our young adults and our teenagers are 
growing up with a hatred of the law because this [has 
been going on for them] since they were little, and 
they are growing up this way, and we don’t like it. It is 
time that this changes and this quits.” 

Council members sat in shock, claiming they had 
no idea the city’s police were that hated. Finally, 
Councilman William Kott spoke. “I’m appalled and 
can’t help but wonder if this is America,” he said. “We 
have heard enough evidence here, and something 
should be done.” 

Activists presented five demands and asked the 
city to implement them: the citizen’s review board 
suggested by Seymour, protection of people who filed 
complaints against the department, the removal of 
officers involved in the riots from active patrol in the 
area, to allow Penguin City residents to choose who’d 
replace the suspended police, and a commission that

would allow them to offer their input for 
Bastrup’s replacement. They also invited 
the council to hold a meeting at Little 
People’s Park on Aug. 23, so they could 
report back their answers. 

The council immediately agreed to con¬ 
duct a city attorney interview of the melee 
and make the findings public, to attend 
the community meeting and to direct Bas- 
trup to replace the regular patrol of Pen¬ 
guin City, and it promised to work on the 
rest. "I think the first step that we have 
to take forward is one to admit that this 
great city of Anaheim has ... a problem,” 
Seymour said. “Don’t sweep it under the 
rug; don’t look the other way. Admit that 
we have a problem.” 

Some council members didn’t want to 
attend a meeting at Little People’s Park. 


show their name tags or deliberately cov¬ 
ered them up.” The council passed the 
motion immediately. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, Sey¬ 
mour thanked those in attendance and 
“urged the community to stay organized 
and keep prodding” them toward justice. 
“He was empathetic with their position,” 
council minutes recorded, “and their 
frustration for having to endure the prob¬ 
lems they had expressed for so long, and 
he asked for their patience in working 
with the council.” 

The future seemed bright, and the Bul¬ 
letin editorialized on the day of the meet¬ 
ing that it was “time to clear the foul air 
over Anaheim.” But, as with most politi¬ 
cal promises, little eventually happened. 

THAT SEPTEMBER, the Orange County 
district attorney’s office declined to pros¬ 
ecute any officers involved in the Little 
People’s Park riot, saying most of the 



One complained that holding such a 
meeting would cost the city an extra $150. 
But Seymour wouldn’t have it. “I feel that 
this body made a commitment to that 
neighborhood to meet with them on their 
grounds within their neighborhood, and 
I, for one, am prepared to do that at any 
time to share their very real and legiti¬ 
mate concerns,” he said. “I think it’s an 
act of bad faith, if not treading upon the 
pride that they do have in that neighbor¬ 
hood, by moving the meeting.” 

Councilwoman Miriam Kaywood 
wouldn’t relent. She brought up the spec¬ 
ter of community violence, saying holding 
a meeting in the barrio would expose the 
council to the possibility of a drive-by. 

“Well, Miriam, you promised,” Sey¬ 
mour reminded her. 

“You’ve never changed your mind?” she 
snapped back. 

“If there is any sector of this city 
that any public official is concerned for 
their safety about going in and meet¬ 
ing with that neighborhood,” the mayor 
responded, “then I’d say we’re in worse 
shape than I ever thought we were.” 

The special City Council meeting hap¬ 
pened as planned on Aug. 23 at 6:30 p.m., 
with hundreds in attendance. A sixth 
community request was made that day: 
that police officers be forced to carry 
business cards at all times. Though a 
seemingly trivial request, Robert Acosta 
told the council, according to city min¬ 
utes, that residents had spent “a great 
deal of time ... discussing the difficulties 
in filing a complaint against Anaheim 
police officers. The officers refused to

beatings that night happened when “only 
necessary to meet force directed toward 
them.” Deputy District Attorney (and 
current Superior Court judge) Ronald R 
Kreber did admit there were two beat¬ 
ings that seemed as though they were 
unprovoked, but “in the course of our 
investigation, we were able to narrow the 
possibilities down to four officers in one 
incident, but in the absence of more spe¬ 
cific evidence, criminal charges could not 
be instituted.” 

Community members were outraged. 
The ACLU and the Mexican-American 
Bar Association of Orange County filed 
a $15 million lawsuit in federal court 
against the city on behalf of three of the 
Little People’s Park riot victims, alleging 
“simmering dissatisfaction” by Latinos 
against the police and naming the City 
Council (which, it felt, hadn’t done 
enough), OC District Attorney Cecil 
Hicks and 20 officers as defendants. Bas- 
trup, for his part, blasted any critics of the 
police. “The public has been led to believe 
that a major problem exists in the minor¬ 
ity community and that the police depart-

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ment has been failing in its program con¬ 
cerning minorities/’ he told the council. 
“There is not a major problem in the 
minority community, as these few people 
would like the community to think.” 

His department buckled down. When 
Kott went down to the police station 
and asked for a complaint form, the desk 
clerk told him he had to talk to the watch 
commander first and that the council¬ 
man was “uncooperative” for even ask¬ 
ing. In an Anaheim Police Association’s 
newsletter, Sergeant Jon Beteag—who 
was the supervising field officer during 
the Little People’s Park riots—ridiculed 
Seymour and other council members as 
“local hack politicians” who were “trip¬ 
ping over [one another] in their rush to 
sling more muck on the badge” in their 
defense of “thieves, dopers and gunsels.” 

Undeterred, the council requested the 
Orange County grand jury investigate 
the Little People’s Park riot. On Dec. 

20, the group released its findings: “no 
clear evidence of indictable offenses.” 

As a panacea of sorts to the community 
members whom the grand jury knew 
would be disappointed by the decision, 
the report found “a clear-cut case of bad 
communication between citizens and 
those persons hired to protect and serve. 
The grand jury reminds the Anaheim 
police that [its] allegiance is owed to 
every member of the public, regardless of 
socioeconomic status, and by oath, [it has] 
sworn to protect the public.” 

The report suggested that all squad 
cars be marked with numbers and that 
all uniforms display the name of their 
wearer. But it refused to make public its 
investigation, the second time the coun¬ 
cil’s promise to make the investigation 
public was stymied (the district attorney’s 
office also refused to release its report). 
Seymour publicly fumed, telling the Bul¬ 
letin the grand jury report would only 
“add more gasoline to the fire.... A fracas 
took place, and perhaps in that fracas, 
some undue force took place. But no 
one—not the grand jury nor the district 
attorney—got to the bottom of this.” 

On Feb. 22,1979, the Anaheim police 
department, under new chief George 
Tielsch, released its findings on the riot: 

It did nothing wrong. “I believe that 
appropriate police policies and proce¬ 
dures were followed by our officers dur¬ 
ing the course of the riotous condition in 
which they found themselves” at Little 
People’s Park, Tielsch wrote. “It is my 
strong recommendation that this incident 
now be considered closed by the Anaheim 
Police Department.” 

And after all those months of stand¬ 
ing by Penguin City, Seymour suddenly 
considered the matter closed, telling 
the press the police department’s report 
“removes the cloud hanging over” it. 
Community members kept up protests 
outside the police station, waiting for 
the U.S. Department of Justice’s Civil 
Rights Division to issue its report. On 
May 6,1980, the bureau determined that 
all laws were followed, although it did 
admonish Tielsch in a letter by stating, 
“We share with you, as law-enforcement 
officers, the responsibility to insure to all 


citizens the prompt, impartial, effective 
and even-handed cooperation of law, and 
we encourage your future cooperation in 
this endeavor.” 

Then, Seymour played hardball. A 
month later, Amin David, the president of 
Latino civil-rights group Los Amigos, was 
removed from the Planning Commission 
by a unanimous council vote. Seymour 
claimed the reason was because David 
had “politicized the Chicano community 
at every opportunity” and took a “nega¬ 
tive rather than positive approach”—this 
about a man whom Seymour, in the origi¬ 
nal council meeting that followed the 
Little People’s Park riot, had described as 
a “man that I have a great deal of respect 
for and has a great amount of experience 
in handling minority problems.” 

The Little People’s Park riot wouldn’t 
disappear, as the ACLU suit was still 
winding its way through federal court. 
Finally, on Oct. 23,1982, a federal jury 
reached a decision: Alfred Acosta, the 
guy who was dragged behind a house 
by police and ruthlessly beaten up was 
owed $60,500 by the city and the police 
department for violating his civil rights. 
The amount was nowhere near the $15 
million requested, but activists neverthe¬ 
less hailed it as a symbolic victory. Just 
two months later, however, a federal 
judge threw out the verdict, saying it was 
reached “under the influence of passion.” 
Though activists appealed, the case went 
nowhere, and the Little People’s Park case 
came to an official close. 

ON JULY 30 OF THIS YEAR, protesters nearly 
passed through Little People’s Park. 

After standing outside the police sta¬ 
tion for a couple of hours, they decided to 
march south on Harbor Boulevard toward 
Disneyland, where police blocked them 
from approaching the Happiest Place 
On Earth. Instead, the activists marched 
east on Ball Road, then north on Anaheim 
Boulevard and toward Broadway, where 
another police blockade stood. The only 
exit out was Elm Street, which would’ve 
taken them through Little People’s Park 
and back to the police station, or an alley 
that spilled onto Broadway. They chose 
the alley instead of a brush with the past 
none of them knew about. 

It was a fitting snub. The Little People’s 
Park riot faded from Anaheim’s memory, 
even if its damage never went away (see 
Nick Schou’s sidebar). The only memorial 
is a mural on the wall of a market directly 
facing the park, painted by legendary 
Chicano muralist Emigdio Vasquez in 
1978 and dedicated to the riots. But it long 
ago fell into disrepair, as the neighbor¬ 
hood underwent a demographic change 
with Mexican immigrants moving in and 
young urbanites moving into the pricey 
lofts creeping up around Penguin City. 

The district attorney’s office, California 
attorney general and U.S. Department of 
Justice promise to look into the deaths 
of Diaz and Acevedo, and there’s already 
talk of Anaheim residents taking back 
City Hall. The protests will continue until 
they disappear, just as they always do. 

The memorials left where Diaz and Acev¬ 
edo were slain will eventually be cleared. 

And when the most recent furor ends, 
Little People’s Park will continue to stand, 
serene and small, forgotten and fading.

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Playing With Fire 


Izakaya Ku resorts to pyrotechnics in a crowded 
market of Japanese pubs in Fountain Valley

A ccording to Izakaya Ku’s menu, 
the mackerel dish would be 
seared tableside. But I didn’t 
expect the waiter to show up with 
a hand-held flamethrower. I admit 
inching away in my seat a little when 
it whooshed on as though it were an 
acetylene torch. We were sitting in an 
all-wooden booth shrouded with noren, 
the traditional Japanese curtain made of 
loose fabric, and I imagined the whole 
thing becoming kindling, the entire res¬ 
taurant coming down in heap of ash. But 
in the middle of devising an escape plan, 
I became mesmerized. The blue flame 
licked the slab of mackerel as tenderly as 
a lover’s tongue, the oily skin sputtering 
and hissing. Fine spatters of grease flew 
like sparks, and just as the smoke began 
to rise, the waiter was done. 

He pushed the still-fuming plate 
toward us and advised a dip in soy sauce 
was all it needed. I noted how delicate 
the fish was, how surgical the cuts were 
so that each piece came loose from 
the whole, as if I were taking apart an 
elaborate jigsaw puzzle. In the middle of 
each morsel was a shallow slit in which 
I could tuck in a dab of mustard. The 
welding torch may well have burned 
itself a permanent spot in our retinas, 
but so did this dish in our memories. 

You needn’t go more than a few blocks 
to know why Izakaya Ku has to resort 
to such theatrics. The short stretch of 
Brookhurst Street it calls home has been 
dubbed Izakaya-Dori, the street of Japa¬ 
nese pubs, by our own Shuji Sakai. This 
is a turf long ruled by Kappo Honda and 
Shin Sen Gumi, old giants in the izakaya 
trade. Izakaya Ku is barely three months 
young, and if the restaurant needs to 
distinguish itself by playing with fire, 
it does so knowing it already produces 
dishes to rival the undisputed leader, 
Honda Ya. Like all eateries of this type, 
Ku offers bites and small plates designed 
for snacking in between swigs of sake 
and sweaty bottles of Asahi while in the 
company of rowdy friends. 

One night, the two center tables were 
monopolized by a boisterous Japanese 
party hoisting sake cups in never-ending 
toasts, cheering at the top of their lungs, 
becoming more raucous with each suc¬ 
cessive round. In between, they slurped 
motsunabe, a hearty camp-stove-heated 
stew topped with a bundle of chives and 
simmering with spicy miso, cabbage and 
rubbery, fat-rimmed beef intestines that 
you need to be a little tipsy to eat. Large 
quantities of kushiyaki were ordered, 
sticks of meat roasted by a smoky robata 
grill tended to by a squinting man stand¬ 
ing behind a glass booth. The uniniti¬ 
ated will do well with a $9 sampler of 
five randomly sticks selected by the 
chef. When it arrives, it’ll most likely 
include a skewer of chicken gizzards 
that bites as hard and crunchy as a rub¬ 
ber heel. The contrast is a stick of crum¬ 
bly chicken meatball basted with a bar¬ 


becue sauce and a simple, zen skewer of 
dark-meat chicken cooked to the point 
of perfect doneness and juiciness. 

Along with oddities such as a curry- 
flavored chicken gratin, Izakaya Ku’s 
menu has more deep-fried foods than the 
OC Fair’s Chicken Charlie. Heck, I found 
sweet-potato fries in the strange-but- 
good dessert of green tea ice cream with 
sour cream. But the best such product has 
to be “Renkon,” in which ground chicken 
mousse is sandwiched between taro root 
slices, the whole thing battered and fried 
in an homage to the Monte Cristo. When 
you tire of that, there’s an excellent tofu 
caprese, which features a mozzarella-fla¬ 
vored bean curd lying atop tomato slices 
in a puddle of olive oil and crowned with 
a dollop of pesto. Take this one over the 
house-made plain tofu, which was boring 
despite three dipping sauces. 

Whatever you do, don’t fall into the 
trap of ordering the dinner combina¬ 
tions that seem to be remnants from 
Funashin, the restaurant that preceded 


it. For what amounts to double the price 
of the standalone entree, all you get as 
extras are a bowl of rice, a puny salad 
and miso soup. There’s a list with the 
usual rolls—including caterpillar, spider 
and California—but you’re much better 
off getting the hamachi carpaccio, thick 
slabs of silken raw fish adorned with bits 
of raw garlic and micro-diced jalapenos 
steeped in extra-virgin olive oil. 

And just when you thought Izakaya 
Ku was done with the pyrotechnics, 
there’s bagna cauda, an Italian version 
of fondue. Skewered raw vegetables are 
arranged as though they are a flower 
bouquet around a dipping sauce made of 
anchovies, cream and garlic that’s heated 
by a votive candle. Come to Izakaya Ku 
soon—before the fire department does.

M angi Con Amore looks, feels and 
sounds as though it's an imposter. 

A checkercloth-style Italian restaurant in 
Laguna Niguel. Owner Stella Jahandin has 
a husky voice straight out of a wedding 
scene in a Fellini film. Dino and other Ital- 
ian-American crooners play on the stereo. 
Ravioli, paninis and subs are on the menu. 
Wine and sausages and freshly baked 
cookies and dips to go. In a Laguna Niguel 
office park? With a website featuring trill¬ 
ing Italian mandolins on the homepage? 
Either a fantasy, or the ultimate poseur. 

It's all true, though. Mangi Con Amore 
first made its mark at farmers' markets, at 
which Stella's pastas and sauces quickly 
became cult items among OC's foodie set. 
And while the vibrancy of a farmers' market 
(which she still frequents—Corona del Mar 
and Laguna Beach on Saturday, Laguna 
Niguel and San Clemente on Sunday) 
allowed her to be as effusive and generous 
with freebies as possible, she was destined 
for the confines of a chummy restaurant, 
even if the storefront is stuck in a sea of 
sports therapists and other small busi¬ 
nesses. It doesn't matter, as the crowds 
come, whether it's families, office drones or 
people from across South County looking 
for tweaked Italian favorites—with fabu¬ 
lous results. A simple tuna sandwich, for 
instance, transforms into a tart beauty via 
a judicious application of capers, olive oil 
and Kalamata—not too soggy, but perfectly 
moist. The five-cheese ravioli shines with a 
marinara sauce heavy on the carrots (which 
add a surprising spice) and musky sage 
leaves. The homemade sausage is nearly 
electric thanks to fennel, the pasta e fagio- 
lie is rescued from Olive Garden mundane¬ 
ness with so much cheese you might think 
there was a wheel stuffed in it. Every meal 
begins with a slice of bread covered with 
pesto, marinara and cheese; while shame¬ 
less advertising for Stella's products, damn 
it if it doesn't work and you don't leave 
Mangi with a couple of jars or containers of 
each ingredient. And this is one of the few 
Italian restaurants that go beyond the tira- 
misu/cannoli/biscotti stranglehold on Italian 
dessert in this county to offer such gems 
as cucidati, fig cookies that are fleshy and 
crunchy, and other delights whose names I 
don't know, as I'm not a paisano. 

The only problem I have with Mangi is its 
hours—only Monday through Friday, and 
only open for breakfast and lunch. Whatever: 
just means I'm learning more about Laguna 
Niguel, a city that just might be the next Seal 
Beach in terms of culinary treasures.

French Toast 
at Starling Diner 


O ur humble rag anointed Star¬ 
ling Diner’s version as the Best 
French Toast a few years ago, but 
it was a category we created specifically 


for it—there were no other candidates. To 
eat it for the first time will permanently 
alter your definition of French toast. 

First, it’s broiled, not fried. And it starts 
not from a square loaf of bread, but rather 
a length of baguette, which is soaked 
whole in a bona fide creme Anglaise. 

Then its topside is slit open to receive an 
injection of mascarpone. That finishing 
touch technically distances the dish from 
breakfast and nudges it closer to dessert, 
but who’s complaining? 

Two toasts come to an order, one 
buttery log leaning on the other under 
squiggles of sauce and a smattering of 
fresh berries, caramelized apples or cher¬ 
ries cooked in their own reduction. In the 
eating, Starling’s French toast is faintly 
crispy on the edges and so softly mallea¬ 
ble wherever the custard has permeated 
that you can scoop it up with a spoon. You 
eat it with a bit of whipped cream and 
maybe a few pieces of fruit to undercut 
the richness, but you look forward to that 
cheesy center—the part you save for last. 

I’ve had the dish on two separate visits, 
violating a self-imposed rule of not order¬ 
ing something I’ve already tried on a pre¬ 
vious trip. I did it not to confirm its great¬ 
ness, but because, as with the juicy pork 
dumplings at the legendary Din Tai Fung 
chain, it is the dish that defines the res¬ 
taurant. You can’t leave without having it.

Rye Sour 
at Two 40 South 

W hen the American whiskey renais¬ 
sance happened, rye was all but 
ignored; most liquor stores only carry 
ryes that could substitute for turpentine, 
stuff that could make even a seasoned 
whiskey drinker's esophagus hide behind 
his spinal column. Bourbon drinkers who 
give rye a try are often turned off by its 
much harsher, less sweet flavors and go 
fleeing back to their bottle of Woodford 
Reserve or Bulleit. 

Fortunately, as more and more rye 
makes its way into the liquor stores of 
America, there are some good ones, such 
as Templeton and Michter's, to ease the 
transition. After all, why be restricted to 
one great American liquor? Felicia Chavez, 
head bartender at Brea's Two 40 South, is 
trying to introduce people to rye drinks by 
mixing cocktails with Michter's; her rye 
sour is the perfect way to make the leap 
from bourbon. 

THE DRINK 

The basic recipe for a sour is just alcohol, 
citrus juice (here, lemon) and simple syrup, 



but Chavez adds half an ounce of Punt e 
Mes vermouth, which is quite bitter, to cut 
the sweetness, and she shakes it with an 
egg white to create an intensely sweet- 
sour foam. What comes out is the perfect 
gateway to drinking rye whiskey; a bourbon 
sour made this way would be unappeal- 
ingly sweet, but the rye is in perfect bal¬ 
ance. Order them two at a time—they slip 
down easily in the inland heat. From a 
July 27 Stick a Fork In It post.

Celeste and Jesse Forever is too scattered to transcend its genre

I n Celeste and Jesse Forever, the titular, 
newly separated female protagonist’s 
unflamboyant queer co-worker (Elijah 
Wood) tells her, “It’s time get your fuck 
on,” and then he immediately apologizes: 
“Sorry, I was trying to be your saucy gay 
friend.” Co-written by and starring Parks 
and Recreation straight-woman Rashida 
Jones, Forever is a notably lo-fi entry into 
the recent trend of romantic comedies 
that think acknowledging the genre’s 
cliches is as good as subverting them (see 
last summer’s studio offerings Friends 
With Benefits and What’s Your Number?'). 
Throughout, stereotypes are trotted out 
so the movie can wink that it’s too smart 
for them. 

A couple since puberty, LA thirtysome- 
things Celeste (Rashida Jones) and Jesse 
(Andy Samberg) are in the middle of his¬ 
tory’s most amicable divorce. They’re best 
friends who still crack each other up with 
baby-talk in-jokes and can’t resist a wine- 
fueled hookup. So why did they break 
up? Because Celeste is the type of judgy,

materialistic career girl who exists for 
these films to knock down a peg. Stylish, 
workaholic girl dumped hoodied man- 
child because “he doesn’t have a checking 
account or dress shoes.” But because her 
own self-sufficiency is essentially a game 
of dress-up, she happily lets her soon-to- 
be-ex-husband live in her guest house; 
he accepts, pride and privacy be damned, 
because he’s holding out hope for a 
marital reunion. When Jesse discovers 
an agreeable one-night stand is pregnant, 
he makes moves to “man up,” moving in 
with his baby mama and leaving Celeste 
to face adult life without her co-depen¬ 
dent human security blanket. A brand¬ 
ing expert who shoots down a potential 
suitor by nailing what his lifestyle choices 
supposedly say about who he is, Celeste 
is ironically un-self-aware to the point of 
caricature. Bad dates, intoxicated humili¬ 
ation, whoops-I-let-boy-trouble-distract- 
me-at-work professional incompetence, 
fashion disasters (because ladies, we stop 
washing our hair when we are sad) and

groovy music montages pave the road to 
her enlightenment. 

An indie in evident budget if not in spirit, 
Forever scores a big “F” on the Bechdel 
Test, in that its women are almost entirely 
defined by their relationships with men, 
even in their conversations with other 
women. One female antagonist becomes 
an ally when she needs Celeste’s shoulder 
to cry on after a break-up. The appeal¬ 
ing Ari Graynor plays Celeste’s supposed 
female best friend, a relationship that’s 
spoken of occasionally but minimized 
onscreen—even a set-piece at Graynor’s 
character’s wedding seems to exist just 
to hit a beat in the Celeste and Jesse rela¬ 


tionship. Graynor deserves better than 
second-banana marginalization. So does 
the charismatically swarthy Chris Messina, 
who, as the potential love interest whom 
Celeste ostensibly puts in his place with 
her knowledge of consumer psychology, 
has enough of a genuine spark with Jones 
that he’s sorely missed when he disappears 
for a huge chunk of the movie. As Celeste 
travels further down a rabbit hole of self- 
pity, director Lee Toland Krieger turns the 
subjectivity knob up to 11, meaning that the 
camera goes out of focus when Celeste has 
confusing feelings. The character’s increas¬ 
ingly clouded mental state seems to dictate 
the edit, but there’s a difference between 
stoner logic and a scattered narrative in 
which characters smoke pot a lot.

BEASTS OF THE SOUTHERN WILD 

A zealous gumbo of regionalism, 
magical realism, post-Katrina alle¬ 
gory, myth, and ecological parable, 
Beasts of the Southern Wild, the 
southern Louisiana-set debut feature 
of 29-year-old Benh Zeitlin, rests, 
often cloyingly, on the tiny shoulders 
of Quvenzhane Wallis. Co-written by 
Zeitlin and Lucy Alibar, whose play 
Juicy and Delicious served as the 
film's starting point, and using a cast 
of locals, almost all of whom make 
their acting debut here, Beasts of the 
Southern Wild strains to remind us 
of Hushpuppy's wisdom and courage 
beyond her years. She is a mother¬ 
less child: "She swam away,"explains 
her father, Wink (Dwight Henry), 
a chronically ill, frequently drunk 
man, of Mom's absence. He and 
Hushpuppy live in separate trailers 
in a grassy, overgrown expanse in 
a fictional bayou area called the 
Bathtub. Stomping around her ram¬ 
shackle, squalid domain in white 
plastic rain boots, dirty T-shirt, and 
orange Underoos, this peewee hero¬ 
ine confidently wields a blowtorch. 
But in trying through incessant nar¬ 
ration to make a 6-year-old a prolix 
sage, Zeitlin can't avoid falling into 
sticky sentimentality. That's a shame, 
because Walls has such a command¬ 
ing presence on-screen—never more 
so than when the camera observes 
her up close and in silence, before 
the music, Hushpuppy's maxim-filled 
voiceover, and Wink's bellowing 
kick in.

Reliable middlebrow crafts¬ 
man John Madden( Shakespeare in 
Love ) makes neat work of Deborah 
Moggach's novel about a group of 
disparate British retirees lured—for 
cut-rate surgery, low-overhead liv¬ 
ing, or reasons they hope to keep 
private—to the Indian subcontinent, 
where they find themselves together 
under the roof of the titular hotel. 

The cast is led by Dame Judi Dench 
as a long-sheltered widow looking to 
stand on her own two feet. Marigold 
Hotel has that oh-so-tactful British 
touch, the seeming result of an 
industry-wide gentleman's agreement 
never to go too far. The material is 
ribald but, of course, never crude and 
sewn with "Life begins at 60" affir¬ 
mations; the plot twists are about as 
venerable as the cast and predictably 
affecting when performed with such 
old-hand proficiency. Although the 
film is overextended by a few plot- 
lines too many, you'll look forward to 
Tom Wilkinson's turn as a retired high 
court judge who still goes fluttery 
over the memory of an affair from 
schoolboy days and Bill Nighy as a 


shy, ineffably decent man, quietly 
surprised by how nimble he becomes 
in this new atmosphere.

KILLER JOE At one point in Killer Joe, 
based on Tracy Letts' play, a hid¬ 
eously funny tabloid noir set on the 
outskirts of Dallas County, Chris Smith 
(Emile Hirsch) is let into the family 
double-wide by a relation whose 


face has just been pummeled into 
a Rorschach blot of dried gore. He 
doesn't stop to ask what happened— 
such is the milieu of casual violence 
in which the film takes place, where 
it's easy to slip imperceptibly into 
perdition. In to some bad men for 
money, Chris enlists his father, Ansel 
(Thomas Haden Church), in a plan: 

Kill Momma and collect on the life 
insurance policy she has made over 
to teenage daughter, Dottie (Juno 
Temple, a peroxided sprite who's 
more than a little touched). They 
enlist the services of "Killer Joe" 
Cooper (Matthew McConaughey), a 
West Dallas detective who moonlights 
as a hired killer. The Smiths don't 
have money for a down payment, 
but they have something more pre¬ 


cious: Dottie is a virgin. No longer 
content to gigolo along on his looks, 
McConaughey again shows new 
depths in an auteur's film: "His eyes 
hurt," says Dottie of Joe, and indeed 
they do, while the click of Joe's Zippo 
sounds like an unsheathed dagger. 
Friedkin has always been an enve¬ 
lope-pusher, most famously with The 
Exorcist, and Killer Joe contains one 
particular scene that is as difficult 
as any I've seen. It is not, however, 
egregious—in fact, it synthesizes 
Joe's double life as cop and killer, 
revolving around the horrible discord 
that occurs when interrogation-room 
psychological warfare is unleashed 
in a domestic setting.

THE QUEEN OF VERSAILLES 

Vividly bringing to life the question 
of whether self-denial is a social 
responsibility that Don DeLillo poses 
in Cosmopolis, Lauren Greenfield's 
new documentary tracks the post¬ 
crash lifestyle of rich so nouveau it 


doesn't realize its appetites strike 
others as crude. The titular royal is 
Jackie Siegel, a fortyish IBM engi¬ 
neer turned model turned trophy 
wife to seventyish time-share mogul 
David Siegel. Audiences laugh at the 
Siegel family's tackiness—their life- 
size oil paintings of themselves, the 
pet poop drying on what seems like 
every carpet, the limo Jackie takes 
to McDonald's. Schadenfreude is fair 
play, I guess, but bad taste and ques¬ 
tionable hygiene are not crimes—or 
really, even all that LOL-worthy. After 
the 2008 market collapse, the Siegels 
have to halt construction on their 
new "house," a complex the size of 
Fantasyland in the form of a replica 
of Versailles. "The banks made us do 
it," Jackie claims, after Westgate— 
Siegel's time-share company—lays 
off 6,000 workers. "I thought that 
rescue money was supposed to be 
passed on to the common people," 
she says of the bailout. "Or you know, 
us." Fueling Versailles is a nagging, 
unresolved tension between what 


seems like the filmmaker's sympathy 
for the libertarian boldness of David's 
unwillingness to compromise—in the 
land of the free (market), who has the 
right to police anyone else's asset 
management or consumption?—and 
the damning evidence Greenfield 
presents of the ugly gluttony of that 
spending in practice. (PG) Karina 
Longworth.

SAFETY NOT GUARANTEED With 
her high cheekbones, feline brown 
eyes, and heart-shaped mouth, 
actress Aubrey Plaza is bombshell 
hot. But in an unusual twist for a 
twentysomething performer, Plaza's 
natural foxiness is a resource that 
has gone largely unexploited. She's 
never cast purely to pretty up the 
place. If anything, she's there to put 
the pretty in their place. All of which 
makes it interesting that Safety Not 
Guaranteed —a road-trip rom-com 
with a light sci-fi spin that screen¬ 
writer Derek Connolly wrote with 
Plaza in mind—is both the first big 
starring role for Plaza and also the 
first movie to acknowledge her hot¬ 
ness. Reporter Jeff (Jake Johnson), 
on assignment to write an expose 
on a guy searching for a time-travel 
partner, suggests that his intern 
Darius (Plaza) use the fact that she's 
a "beautiful woman" to get the story. 
A typical Plaza tough cookie patly 
softened by her pre-opening-credits 
admission that her sarcastic facade 
can be traced back to the death of 
her mom, Darius calls Jeff out for 
"dangling my vagina out there like 
bait." And then she does what she's 
told to gain entry into the weird world 
of Kenneth (Mark Duplass), a hermit 
loner who claims to have built a time 
machine. Plaza and Duplass have 
an easy, charming chemistry, and 
plot contrivances aside, as indie-film 
nerd-mances go, this one is genu¬ 
inely sweet.

SEARCHING FOR SUGAR MAN 
Fluid, open-ended documentaries 
that demand more of an audience 
than foregone assent or fleeting 
bouts of passive outrage are rare 
these days, which is what makes 
Malik Bendjelloul's Searching for 
Sugar Man such a gift. In telling the 
tale of Sixto Rodriguez, a Mexican- 
American balladeer from Detroit 
who cut a couple of tepidly received 
LPs in the late '60s, vanished amid 
hazy rumors of onstage suicide, and 
subsequently became an Elvis-sized 
rock god in South Africa, the Swedish 
filmmaker sidesteps arthritic VH1- 
style "where are they now" antics in 
favor of a more equivocal interroga¬ 
tion of celebrity culture. Bendjelloul 
interviews pertinent Rodriguez-saga 
parties in standard rock-doc style, 
including the hilariously combative 
former Motown bigwig and Sussex 
Records (Rodriguez's label) founder 
Clarence Avant, as well as the singer- 
songwriter's charming, touchingly 
loyal grown daughters. It's no huge 
surprise when Rodriguez himself 
turns up, still living the same modest 
existence as before his brush with 
micro-fame, but it does dispel the 
impression that Bendjelloul has been 
punking us. Better still, Rodrigue's 
casual disinterest in p.r.-blitzing his 
resurrection and apparent content¬ 
ment with an ordinary working life 
lets Searching for Sugar Man hold 
up a mirror to what we've come to 
expect—and cynically refuse to 
accept—from artists in an age of 
pervasive, entitled notoriety. (PG-13)

Huntington Beach Art Center exhibit 
finds beauty in humanity’s discards

W ith the sheer number of social issues I try to 

keep up with, I’m dismal about giving environ¬ 
mental issues their due. It seems so much big¬ 
ger than I am—we’re talking the whole world here—and 
hell, even just thinking about it depresses the hell out of 
me. And you, loyal readers, know I don’t need any help 
being a depressive cynic. 

I read the press materials before going into “Escape 
From the Landfill” at the Huntington Beach Art Center, 
and I feared the worst, but to my joy (yes, actual joy), I 
had nothing to fear. Curator Darlene D. DeAngelo and 
her trio of visionary artists have put together an exhibi¬ 
tion that demands you think differently of the stuff you 
toss away, but it does so with a sense of humor and intel¬ 
ligence, soliciting a variety of subtle intents and take 
home, all without an iota of lecture. 

Olga Lah collected hundreds upon hundreds of 
screw-top lids for her installation, Propagate, attaching 
them to the gallery walls in a barrage of yellows, whites, 
blues and greens. The lids look to be about the same 
size throughout, creating a numbing uniformity that 
launches its journey at the gallery’s entrance, drifts out 
of reach to coat the upper walls, then pours down the 
back of the exhibition, threatening to take over the floor 
as though it were the Great Pacific Garbage Patch. 

Free association? Checkers. Clouds. Lava. Rows of 
laundry detergent in a supermarket. Water. A war-room 
light board noting potential threats and targets. Mold. 
Effluvient. Viruses. A map. A startling map that chroni¬ 
cles the likelihood that there are millions, billions, tril¬ 
lions of these rigid circular chunks discarded all over the 
world or buried beneath our feet. 

Can you say revelation ? 

It was Christmas trees and Transformers, of all things, 
as I walked around admiring Cynthia Minet’s unsustain¬ 
able creatures: ox #1 and unsustainable creatures: ox #2 , 
two life-sized beasts of burden made from recycled and 


repurposed plastic trash and LED lights. Eyes glowing, 
the oxen strain in agony and fury as they yank a plough 
through piles of garbage zip-tied together, and it’s easy 
to see ourselves in their place, straining to wind our 
way through dumps of the waste each one of us leaves 
behind. The bottles of water I buy are plastic, as are the 
milk cartons, the cracked bumper on my car, my glasses’ 
frame, the soles of my shoes, the keys on my typewriter, 
the stapler and calculator on the desk next to me, my 
printer, my refrigerator, my trash bags, trash can, the 
pen I used to write the original draft of this review. How 
in hell is the stuff I have going to get recycled, let alone 


everybody else’s? It won’t be, suggests 
the artist’s third piece, the soulful 
unsustainable creatures: camel. Instead, 
we’ll just be down on our knees, invit¬ 
ing the garbage to climb aboard. 

Artist Joyce Dallal’s short film Mine 
(done in collaboration with John 
Flynn) is six minutes of people, young 
and old, sharing stories about toys that 
have a special place in their hearts. 

They stare straight at the camera, as the 
narration plays over handheld tracking 
shots of piles of toys and old television 
commercials for long-forgotten toys. 
There’s a phone number in the film you 
can call (310-558-4310), inviting you to 
participate if you have a story to share. 

That blurring of the boundaries 
between passive observer and partici¬ 
pant is further showcased in another 
corner of the room: A pile of “gently 
used” toys sits, one available for the 
taking if you bring one and donate it 
to take. But even these charitable toys 
have a story. Corralled next to the pile 
of “good” toys are “bad” items that are 
damaged, have small pieces or lead 
paint. This Devil’s Island of Misfit Toys 
is segregated from the general popula¬ 
tion by a fence, so they can’t mix. 

Next to that is the penultimate piece 
of the show: Dallal’s 10-foot-tall baby 
made of wire-mesh trashcans that’s 
holding hundreds of pounds of broken 
toys. On a purely visual level, it’s a stag- 
geringbit of brilliance. As a symbol, it’s 
every crushed dream a child experi¬ 
ences and holds onto. As metaphor, it’s 
a giant prison for the broken and “unrecyclable.” 

Despite being a voracious consumer of art, this small, 
intimate show felt just right, leaving me wanting more. 
Tightly focused as it is, this fine exhibit is small enough 
you’ll be in and out within an hour, but it’s dense enough 
in ideas and images that it’ll go home with you.

I Dream of Jean-ie 

S hopping for the perfect pair of jeans is 
about as much fun as putting together 
IKEA furniture or having peas for dessert. 
Before finding your Prince of Pants, you're 
stuck in a terribly lit dressing room with 
piles of frogs: jeans that either give you a 
muffin top or a saggy butt or are cut so low 
that one tiny bend at the waist could put 
you in Crack City. 

But now, fellow shoppers, it appears that 
we have entered the future. Me-Ality is a 
body-scanning machine that takes your 
measurements and offers you a list of the 
best-fitting brands, styles and sizes for your 
individual shape. It sounds a bitTSA-esque, 
but its mission is to change the way you 


shop for clothes—no more guesswork, frus¬ 
tration and battles with the mirror. 

I was hesitant to try it, mostly because 
I am four-and-a-half months pregnant and 
clothing is not really my friend right now. But 
I sucked it up (and in) and headed to the sec¬ 
ond floor of Santa Ana's Westfield MainPlace 
Mall, one of seven malls in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia to offer the free service. There, I met 
Maritza Williams, a cheery "size-matching 
specialist" who was giddy to share how well 
the thing works. "We just had a girl come 
back and give us a hug because she found a 
pair of jeans that fit!" she said. 

The Me-Ality station looks like a high-tech 
phone booth. When a person steps in (fully 
clothed, thank God), a rotating wand sends 
and receives low-power radio signals that 
bounce off the skin, allowing the machine to 
collect 200,000 points of measurement. It only 
takes about 10 seconds. 


I took off my metal jewelry, then walked in 
and raised my arms to my side, airport-pat- 
down style, as I was told. I then lowered my 
arms to my hips, stared at the dot in front of 
me and heard the door shut. The scanner 
rotated around me twice, and that was it. 


About a minute later, Williams printed my 
personalized shopping guide and pointed out 
my results. I was matched with 11 specific 
denim styles from various brands. Apparently, 
I'm a size 4 in Kut From the Kloth jeans, a 28 
in J.Brand and a 29 in True Religion. 

Armed with this news I can use, I decided to 
test the accuracy of the scanner. I went easy 
on myself and tried on a pair of size 6 low-rise 
jeggings at American Eagle Outfitters, a style 
listed in my guide. And what do you know? 

They fit! Kind of. They were snug at the waist, 
but at least they buttoned. Not bad, Me-Ality. 

The company recently added tops and will 
soon expand into dresses and even intimate 
apparel. No more having to be felt up by 
ladies with tape measures in the bra section? 
Count me in!

New Game In Town 


Hopscotch jumps at the 
chance to bring hillbilly 
tunes and upscale booze 
to Fullerton

I n the far west corner of Common¬ 
wealth Avenue, pounding hammers 
and buzzing band saws signal the 
birth of an addition to Fullerton’s bar 
scene. Outside Hopscotch, the area’s 
new (and only) craft beer and whis¬ 
key spot, workers hustle in and out, 
painting, polishing, drilling holes and 
building shelves for the mid-August 
opening. As the place slowly comes 
together, hundreds of artisan bottles of 
amber-colored brews are being ordered 
to supply a public thirst for a laid-back 
drinking and dining experience, brim¬ 
ming with soul and a charred whiff of 
barbecue. 

From the beginning, co-owners 
Bryan Gonzales, Rob Marshall and 
Bobby Soul knew that differentiating 
their den of boutique booze and com¬ 
fort food from the rest of the Top 40 
club culture meant bringing a different 
approach to the table. Standing in the 
middle of a dusty floor with lumber and 
chairs piled high, Soul and Gonzales 
spitball sound and lighting ideas for 
their upcoming calendar of countrified 
throwback acts including Alex and the 
Badmen and Stax-spinning DJs such 
as Dennis Owens of the Goodfoot in 
Long Beach. “We really wanna keep the 
vision of this place, music-wise, throw¬ 
back,” Soul says. “We wanna keep it 
nostalgic, soulful but also hillbilly.” 

It’s a vision that few people have 


when they think of downtown Fullerton 
on a Saturday night, when most bars 
forfeit their identities to throw EDM and 
FM hip-hop dance parties. Even such 
live-music stalwarts as the Continental 
Room are occasionally giving into the 
culture shift. Gonzalez, who opened the 
Commonwealth Lounge in Fullerton and 
Newport Beach with Marshall, says that 
despite the profitability of both clubs, 
they’ve also become part of this cliche, 
and there’s a niche to be filled for those 
who don’t fit into the glossy, party-rock 
crowd. “People walk by all the time, yell¬ 
ing, ‘Hey, when can I get a fuckin’ Scotch 
around here?!”’ Gonzales says laughing. 

Hopscotch’s vibe is unapologetically 
dated: plaid wallpaper; mounted game 
heads alongside glowing, turn-of-the- 
century lightbulbs; and a bar built from 
reclaimed whiskey barrels. It almost 
mimics the original look of the build¬ 
ing, which was established as a Pacific 
Electric train depot in 1918. The Inter¬ 
national Paranormal Society once recog¬ 
nized it as being one of Fullerton’s most 
haunted places. But Gonzales insists he 
and the spirits are on good terms. “I was 
kinda walking around in here by myself 
one night after having some drinks in 
the dark, just saying, ‘Hey, I’m cool, try¬ 
ing to make this place cool for you guys. 

I don’t mind if you hang out. I’ll pay the 
rent; you guys can hang out.’” 

While most watering holes have a D J 
in a corner booth, Hopscotch will embed 
turntables right into the bar, making the 
vinyl-spinning selectors an active part of 
the ambiance as patrons gather to sniff, 
gargle and sip 50 different brands of craft 
beer and nearly 100 different labels of 
whiskey. And instead of cranking up the 
venue’s sound system, Soul—a veteran 


local D J, promoter and member of Latin 
band Boogaloo Assassins—says Hop¬ 
scotch will favor classic, carefully curated 
music that doesn’t have to blow your 
eardrums out to be appreciated. Bands 
and DJs are vital, but in a place where 
specialty spirits are the stars, people 
should be able to talk about what they’re 
drinking. “This isn’t gonna be a typical 
twentysomething spot; this is gonna be 
a man’s spot, a woman’s spot,” Soul says. 
“And music is definitely a way to do that.” 

Among the first acts to perform will 
be Huntington Beach singer/songwriter 
Jamie Allensworth, who also fronts the 
hard-pounding soul band Allensworth. 
You might say he’s earned the gig: A 
carpenter by trade, Allensworth has 
sweated all summer building booths and 
shelves for the bar. He says he welcomes 
the chance to adapt his sound to the new 
venue. “It’s definitely the kind of place 
where you can sit down with, like, a jug 
and a mouth harp and an acoustic guitar 
and just go to town,” he says. 

Most important, the joint’s owners 
want to gain the trust of soul and Ameri¬ 
cana fans who’ve forsaken the local 
nightlife scene by establishing a stan¬ 
dard and growing on them slowly, like a 
nice warm buzz. 

“Sometimes Bobby and I will walk 
into a place and be like, ‘What are we 
doing in here? Let’s get the fuck outta 
here,”’ Gonzales says. “We want them 
coming in at least 85 percent of the time 
and saying, ‘This place is dope. Maybe 
the song on right now isn’t that great, 
but the next one’s gonna be good.’”

I want to learn 
more about African-American history, and 
I'm considering switching my minor to 
Afro-Ethnic Studies. I'm currently in a rela¬ 
tionship with a guy at my school who's not 
exactly supportive of the idea. As a science 
major, he's one of the only black men in his 
field at school, and he's not really an expert 
on black history himself. He thinks it would 
be better to try to learn about black culture 
on my own and stick with a minor in eco¬ 
nomics (I'm currently a business major) and 
not sacrifice educational credits and money. 
With college being so expensive and the 
possibility that people who view me as a 
"dumb, white chick" will dislike me no mat¬ 
ter how much I learn, does my boyfriend 
have a point? Should I save the money and 
just study the best I can on my own?

DEAR GRETTA: Without self-knowledge, 
there is no learning. Every culture is fascinat¬ 
ing, but we are more the same than we are 
different (cultures are diverse expressions 
of the same universal truths). I just wish that 
every person on the planet had the same life 
beginning: a nurturing and safe environment 
in which everyone could discover who they 
are and be that. We'd all be individuals with 
our own purpose. We have been trained to 
look outside ourselves for meaning. We are 
defined by whom we date, which god we 
believe in, what we watch on TV, how much 
money we have, how others perceive us, etc. 

Who are you, Gretta? What do you want to 
learn for you? Who are you when you are not 
in a relationship? It's one thing to want to learn 
about cultures. But are you trying to fit in with 
African-American culture? And if so, why? Are 
you looking to belong somewhere? 

I'm afraid you are trying to do the impossible. 
You are trying to be someone else. You are a 
great, fantastic miracle—a soul being. Love 
yourself, then you can love everybody else. 
Accept yourself—not as a body or a race or a 
gender, but as a being. If you want to feel what 
others feel and know what they know, you have 
to feel and know yourself. You are young. You are 
alive and well. You are not a dumb, white chick.

Slow Your Role 

Top five codes of conduct for opening DJs 

at EDM shows

E arlier this month, there was some 
controversy over a local DJ who 
opened for Chuckie at the Yost 
Theater in garish fashion, playing a slew 
of hard-hitting bangers and even one of 
the headliner’s tracks in his set. 

“We have met with our in-house talent 
buyer and Johnny Shockey, the owner 
of LED Presents, and will be coordinat¬ 
ing most of our bookings with them,” 
says Lluy. “They have been doing this 
a lot longer and know plenty of Orange 
County and surrounding area DJs who 
will respect our headliners and play the 
correct role in our shows.” 

It’s too bad it took Chuckie getting 
upset—tweeting, “Yo, playing ALL the 
hits in your warm-up set at 134 bpm is 
not gonna bring you anywhere”—to get 
people’s attention. The opening DJ has 
an important role, so here’s a list of five 
things opening EDM DJs should know 
before hitting the decks. And in case 
you’re wondering if there’s any validity to 
what we’re telling you, the Weekly con¬ 
firmed that since we originally posted this 
list on our Heard Mentality blog, a nearly 
identical version has been typed up, lami¬ 
nated and posted backstage at the Yost. 

1. DO NOT PLAY THE TOP SONGS 
ON BEATPORT 

Anybody can play bangers all night, it’s 
another thing to be creative with your 
time slot. The headliners reserve the 
right to play the songs of the season. 
Don’t make them edit their set and go to 
different cuts because you don’t know 
your role in the show. Have some respect 
and common sense. 

2. DON'T PLAY THE ARTIST/ 

DJ'S SONGS 

It’s an honor to open for the artist and 
play in front of his or her fans, and you 
should support the show accordingly. 


Don’t be the idiot who tries to steal 
the headliner’s thunder. Show some 
respect to the those who have actually 
produced their own tracks, been picked 
up by a record label and put their music 
out on Beatport. 

3. DON'T PLAY SONGS SUCH AS 
"PUT YOUR HANDS UP" 

Between 10 p.m. and midnight, patrons 
are arriving, buying their first drinks 
and getting settled. They aren’t going 
to be ready to throw their damn hands 
up until after they’ve had plenty of 
drinks and see enough people getting 
wild. Also, they aren’t ready to “Save the 
World” before midnight. DJs who blow 
their loads too soon will leave the crowd 
wanting for the rest of the night. 

4. DON'T DJ INTO THE RED 

There’s a real tendency for opening DJs 
to think they are the star of the show. 
When you play hard-hitting songs above 
128 bpm into the red or put the volume at 
level 10, the system gets maxed-out and 
the room is way louder than it should 
be that early in the night. It’s easy to get 
carried away with the energy and excite¬ 
ment, but you give the headliner no room 
to adjust the volumes properly. 

5. DON'T UNPLUG ANYTHING 

After you leave the decks, it’s crucial to 
leave the RCA cable and any ground wire 
in place. If you are unplugging every¬ 
thing, then you probably need to find a 
new career path. Being an opening D J 
requires a unique skill set. Please recog¬ 
nize your position.

T hough it might sound like it's a Kung Fu 
Hustle reference, Flying Hand is actu¬ 
ally the name for a Santa Ana duo. But 
you probably won't understand that until 
you've covered your eyes with your hands 
during their live set. Their taut mosaic of 
distortion and polyrhythmic sounds bleed¬ 
ing from multiple amplifiers could easily be 
the work of three or four musicians. Peel 
back your blinders to notice how fast gui¬ 
tarist Temo Molina's hands move to create 
riffs, tweak settings on loop pedal stations 
and manipulate laptop backing tracks 
to keep the illusion of a full band alive. 
Meanwhile, drummer Christian Orozco 
forms a vortex of beats, his fists clenched 
around his sticks. 

At times, the multitasking onstage is 
incongruous to slow-building instrumental 
rock and beat-making that thrives on the 
dynamic of tension and release. "I feel like 
I'm thinking too much onstage sometimes," 
says Molina, 24. "But it's getting better. As 
we play the songs more and more, I won't 
be thinking as much about the looping." 

But Flying Hand's ability to conjure the 
spirit of a full band suggests they're pretty 
good at balancing electronic, progres¬ 
sive jam-band wizardry. Though the band 
formed just nine months ago, Molina and 
Orozco's chemistry stretches across seven 
years. They were playing and experiment¬ 
ing in local bands that emphasized their 
love for post-hardcore and acts such as 
Refused and Dillinger Escape Plan before 
they spent some time incubating their 
sound in the short-lived Santa Ana outfit 


Oceans With Shapes. After that band's 
break-up, Molina lost most of his desire 
to get back into the local music scene. 
Instead, he spent a lot of time constructing 
aimless laptop beats never intended for 
public consumption. "I'd be sitting there 
with headphones for hours making music 
on Ableton," Molina says. "I'd make these 
endless loops, sort of as a way to withdraw 
from the world for a bit." 

Eventually, the itch for human interac¬ 
tion crept up again, and he called Orozco 
to see if he'd be interested in trying to 
interpret on drums some of the tracks he'd 
created. Though he's a relatively quiet guy, 
21-year-old Orozco is a whirling, muscular 
force behind the kit, modifying Molina's 
ever-evolving guitar loops with cymbal- 
crashing angst, powerful drum fills and 
jazz-minded syncopation. 

"He just said we should add drums 
to it and play it live," Orozco says. "I 
always thought that was cool because 
I'd seen guys such as Thundercat and 
Flying Lotus do that." 

He caught the attention of former Dill¬ 
inger Escape Plan drummer Gil Sharone, 
whom he boldly hit up for drum lessons 
online. Impressed by his skills, Sharone 
took him under his wing. 

With as much stylistic complexity as 
they've developed in the past year, Molina 
continues to push his multitasking talent 
into song structures that can wow in the 
studio as well as onstage. He can even go 
a little overboard with the looping, which 
he says was the inspiration behind the song 
title "Too Much." Of course, that's where 
a little helping hand from a sage teacher 
such as Sharone can make all the differ¬ 
ence in the world. 

"One of the things he always says is 
'Keep it in the pocket, and all the techni¬ 
cal shit will come later,'" Orozco says. 
"That's some advice we definitely do our 
best to take."
